Of course, England and France and 
Italy are grateful for the assistance 
we lent them during the last year of 
the war, which many among them 
are candid enough to admit was indis- 
pensable.

In the same measure that the Allied 
powers are or were grateful, the Cen- 
tral powers were naturally aggrieved. 
The Central powers had implicit con- 
fidence in the honesty of President 
Wilson when he proposed that peace 
be adjusted on the basis of his four- 
teen points. Today his name held 
in contempt, because little of what 
was promised by him has eventuated 

and it reflects on America. His pro- 
posal that the little national groups 
should determine for themselves who 
should rule them and how, was never 
seriously considered at Versailles.

Is evolution an enemy of religion?

The apos- 
thes of Christ, then, “changed 
the observance” to Sunday—ac- 
cording to tradition. But there 
is not a word about this change 
in the New Testament, and our 


Protestant friends (in observing 


Sunday as the Sabbath-day) ac- 
cept the tradition of the Catholic 
Church (which is that the apos- 
tles changed it) as their sole au- 
thority for the practice. 

Christ gave legislative power 
to His Church (St. Matt. 18:17, 
18) ; that is to say, the authority 
to work out in specific detail 
obedience to commandments 
which were generic. So that, the 
Church being left free, through 
the death of Christ, from the 
Jewish ceremonial! law, it was 
free to select among the days of 
the week what day it preferred 
to observe as the Sabbath-day. 
Naturally the Church chose the 
first day of the week, which, as 
St. Ignatius wrote, is “the resur- 
rection day, the queen and chief 
of all days.”

A miracle does not imply violation 
of nature’s laws. Eveh if it did, the 
the Maker of Nature’s Laws has not 
ceased to be Master of them. If the 
Creator could not modify a law of 
nature He would be a subject of crea- 
tion. not its Lord. But in reality a 


miracle does not imply a violation of 


nature’s laws, but only a special ap- 
plication of them by One Who under- 
stands and controls them. 

But rationalists contend that inter- 
ference with nature’s course in any 
form is impossible. They affirm that 
the laws of the universe are inflexible 
that interference with them im 
any way is an utter impossibility. 
Since, therefore, miracles are an !nter- 
ference with nature’s course, they as- 
sert, they must be rejected altogether. 

But in this contention they are re- 
futed by nature herself. An example 
will make this evident. Suppose a 
man falls accidentally and fractures 
his skull, causing a blood elot to form 
which in the ordinary course of nature 
would be fatal. If the man were left 
to himself he would die, as the result 
of nature’s laws in the case. The or- 


'dinary bystander would be helpless in 


the matter. If however the injured 
man be rushed to a hospital and put 
on the operating table, where a skilled 
Surgeon awaits him, he has a chence 
for life,

marvelous restoration which so often

In other words he interferes in- 
telligently with nature’s course, not by 
violating nature’s laws, but by helping 
nature to function.

approve of error. Hence a miracle can- | 
not be performed in’ support of error. 
When therefore Christ pointed to His 
miracles as corroboration of His doc- 
trine He was giving the best possible 
proof of His claims. This is why 
miracles are denied by those who do 
not wish to accept His divine claims. 
Accepting His miracles means accept- 
ing Him and His code of morals. 

The Gospel is the best authenticated 
document of history. As a historical 
record it gives the miracles of Christ. 
A miracle is an external fact and can 
be verified as any other fact. Not 
even the Jews questioned the fact of 
Christ’s miracles. They were in a bet- 
ter position to judge of them than 
modern critics, They were the most 
skeptical observers conceivable, yet 
they did net deny the fact of Christ’s 
miracles. 

It may be asked why did they not 
believe in Him if they admitted His 
miracles. The great body of the peo- 
ple did believe in Him, and except for 
the false propaganda of the Pharisees 
would have become His adherents. 
“Many therefore of the Jews, who. . . 
had seen the things that Jesus did, 
believed in Him. But séme of them 
went to the Pharisees, and told them 
the things Jesus had done. The chief 
priests therefore, and the Pharisees, 
gathered a council, and said: What 
do we, for this man doth many mir- 
acles? If we let Him alone so, all will 
believe in Him.” (John xi. 46-48.) 

The Pharisees did not want to lose 
their power and prestige, so they blind- 
ed themselves to the divinity of Jesus, 
in spite of His divine deeds, There 
are Pharisees today. Rather than give 
up preconceived notions they refuse 
to accept evidence which in any other 
matter would compel belief. They ac- 
cept on the word of a scientist asser- 
tions which have no evidence to sub- 
stantiate them, while they reject the 
claims of Christ supported by the best 
evidence conceivable. 

Evolution at best is a theory only. 
The descent of man from a_ lower 
animal has no evidence to corrobor- 
ate it. The man-monkey theory is 
now abandoned for one of remoter an- 
cestry for both. When one theory 
breaks down another begins. And so 
it goes on, one theory following an- 
other, each one cock-sure until up- 
set by a successor.
